(RF1)(0258-04-CHD061) from the Detainee Assessment Task Force (DATF), USACIDC, Fort 
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Belvoir, VA 22060, regarding the death of Mr. HASSAN; while being detained at the Abu 
Ghraib Detention Facility, Camp Vigilant, Baghdad, Iraq. 


Investigation established probable cause to believe Mr. HASSAN comunitted the offense of 
Rioting, when he incited other detainees to not by trying to overtake the Military Police (MP)

BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION: On 12 Jul 04, SA aaiaaggilliions PRE, this office, received a 
Request For Investigation (RFI) (0258-04-CID00 1), ffom Headquarters, USACIDC, Fort Belvoir, VA 22060- 
5506, requesting this office to initiate an investigation regarding the death of an Iraqi detainee, Mr. Alla Jasin 
ILASSAN, ISN QR (NED, who was shot and killed as a result of prison riot in the Abu Gharib Detention 
Facility, Camp Vigilant, Baghdad, Iraq on 13 Jun 03. 


AGENT’S COMMENT: A 15-6 investigation was conducted by the 400" Military Police (MP) Battalion (Bn), 
Baghdad, Iraq, however a CID investigation was never initiated to investigate this incident. Upon, further 
review of the report, a riot ensued after 14 other Iraqi detainees were released from the prison. During the riot, 
Mr. HASSAN and other Iraqi detainees, attempted to overtake the MP prison guards inside of the compound by 

ing rocks and tent poles. As a result, Mr. HASSAN was shot and killed. (See AR 15-6 investigation

I d@éployed to Iraq about May of 2003. Our unit set up for our convoy to Baghdad from 
fKuwait. I was a sergeant with the 72™ Military Police Company I was the 2™ Platoon 
WThird squad leader. When we first hit Abu graid ee eta y"es nothing but an abandon 
fprison site. I was told by the First Sgt. se that we needed to set up the compound 
fto hold approximately 600 prisoners and that this night we were to receive approximately 
#100 prisoners. We didn’t have proper tools or supply’s to set up a complete compound. We 
pdid the best we could using what we had. Most of the outside prison was made of tactical | 
wire only. We used two sides of the inter prison walls as part of the containment. 
#Because this was a previous prison we were able to use some of the prison towers as 
.felevated positicn over the compound. There was one “yard tower” that had the best view 
fover and into the compound. The prison was build into sections to segregate inmates. 
{Between the sections of the outside and inside compound we left a large walkways so to 
keep distance from inmates and guards during feeding, during c t- time, and gen. Watch. 
fAt no time did we allow weapons other than MP batons into the a. part of the prison. 
This was to keep weapons away from inmates and allow assess to guards an escape route in 
case of a prison riot. Outside the compound we had roving guards armed with shotguns. 
The towers were armed with M-16 rifle or shotgun. If something was to go off the inter 
guard would alert with the sound of a whistle. Our commutation was limited to hand-held 
radios that didn’t always worktbecause we didn't always have batteries. Our company was 
ptasks with Many missions from convoy escort, prisoner transports and the fact we handle 
pOUr own perimeter force that keep us going and kept us apart for others platoon duties. 
Our platoon handles the dayshift (0400-1600) while 1%* and 3° platoon handle nightshift 

f (1600-9400). Wath heat, conditions, hours, and nightly mortars attacks soldiers sleep 
and eating habits started to run soldiers down. During the first two months most of the 
| problems dealing with inmates were because of lack of translators, running out of water, 
lack of food, lack of shelter, no bathrooms or showers, no bedding and most of ali 
medical care. We try to keep them in line with what we had but we didn’t have much. By 
fJune of 2003 the heat and condition were affecting the inmates and the soldiers. On June 
pi3s 2003, about 1500 my squad and I were tasked with a mission to transport inmates to 
Baghdad for release. We return to back to the prison after 1600. As I was turn off my 
shummer it came a distress call from the radio I rush towards the compound with part of

This time some 
of the inmates were faking injures to get out, this cause us delays in extracting the real 
wounded inmates. The entire group of wound were placed and cared for in an.open 
compound some were then transport by truck to a medical hard site. The First Sergeant 
and myself called for the inter-guard to point out the inmate who ae thrown the rock at 
him. He stated he had a blue shirt we pulled out a couple | but. the uarg couldn't say witch 
one it was. At this time I was handling the care of Spec, a ae overcome by heat 
and stress and having problems breathing. and al pot [ had’ ow injured my left knee 
during this nen After getting Spec. wt 3 nt edi who gave more care 
relieved me,g was call over by my pla He told me to gather my 
squad for er mission I was command to drive out to the near by town to find the 
police station and escort an ambulance back to the prison. The town was further then 
expected and with out support it toke awhile to get back to the prison. The local’s people 
heard the shootings and had blocked the road with rocks and trash. We had to clear the 
road for the ambulance while maintaining security. We enter the inter walls of the prison; 
we were lend to bujjding they were using to work on vehicles. Inside was the body of a 
male inmate. Lt. ¥ M@Bwas in the building she asked us to unwrap the inmate from the 
old piece of tent they wrap him up in. So that she could take pictures of the body the 
wounds. He had two bullet entry points one in the chest and the other to his upper side. 
We replaced him in to the old tent and put him into the ambulance. We then escorted the 
ambulance the same town to a local medical clinic. At the clinic myself and an other Set. 
went inside to locate the doctor. The doctor understood some English. We explained we 
_.__ had the body of an inmate in the ambulance; we didn’t have any name only the inmate 
number given to him and his belt. The doctor became irate and started to cause a bad seen 
as a crowd of locals watch over us. We escorted the body down the street to a large “te 
refrigeration unit center being used for bodies. We left to the town back to the prison 
when we arrived many soldiers were taken back from situations of the past few hours. I 
could hear many discusstons on how it was handle. Some soldier left their post in 
disgusts and it was already causing problems among the platoons. The commander stated 
that they would start an investigation. They pick only a few soldiers to write up 
statements and within a week the Company Commander was informing that the shooting 
was justified and they were notified that the inmate was a past murder. I don’t how they 
came across this information. I have the understanding that on this day many of the 
towers open fire inside the compound. I can’t state what, who or why they were shooting 
since the injured inter guard was already exiting the inter compound. I was told later that 
the command to shoot was given from SFC. QM from the yard tower. After that many 
towers open fired. I was told this information from a few soldiers in our company. [ can’t 
say who was in the towers but we did keep a daily log in the command post. Later I hear 
from Spec ho recalls what she saw.before leaving her post. I heard bits and 
piece of what happen from the towers but it was hard to believe any of it. This experience 
has shown me the importance of advance training and the need for proper supplies and 
guidance from leadership. I glad that many of the National Guard soldiers like myself 
came with training and experience from their civilian employment, it help solve many

Q: What specifically did she disclose to you about the attitudes of the soldiers that 
isturbed her? 

Lae : She felt the attitudes of “Victory,” and “high-fiving,” each other in the tower were 
inappropriate, as there were dead and wounded people in the yard. 

: Did you ever see what caused the riots to begin? 

: No. I was pulling into the compound from another mission at the time. 

: Did you ever see the soldier fall to the ground as a result of the noting? 

: No. The soldier ran up to me as J was entering the compound with the QRF and told 

me he was hit by a rock. 

#@: Do you have anything else to add to this statement? 

: T would like to say that the soldiers did the best they could, and that I still feel that our 

actions best served our country.
